The small-pox had disappeared, the: 
way was open, and we concluded to fill 
out the remnant of our usual November 
trip by an excursion of a week through 
the region of Pajaro valley. Leaving 
Oakland by an early morning train, we 
were by noon eighty miles away to the 
south, at the present terminus of the 
worthily aspiring great Southern Pacific 
Railroad. Here for years a pleasant 
village has existed, called Gilroy, but 
through the influence mainly of the 
railroad, it has rapidly grown to a large 
town, characterized by every element} 
of permanent prosperity. Its position 
is one almost unequaled for beauty of 
surrounding scenery, or for advantage 
of business, considered as an interior 
town. Itis situated in the great de- 
pression between the coast range and 
Contra Costa Mountains, thirty-eight 
miles south of the head of San Fran- 
cisco Bay. The whole distance is a 
splendid farming region; but nearing 
the town, the valley enlarges, widening 
into a great plain a little beyond, and 
dividing towards the west into the San 
Juan and Pajaro valleys, to the south 
into the valley of the San Benito, and 
to the east extending, by a good pass, 
over into the San Joaquin valley. Thus 
Gilroy is just the point where the agri- 
cultural interests of a great region de- 
mand a large town or veritable city. 
Smooth mountains rise upon the west 
with regular ravines and ridgey spurs, 
covered with wild oats away into the 
clouds, not as peaks, but as a long,| 
even, magnificent range, spotted with| 
scattering oaks and patches of forests| 
along its,whole view. To the east, a} 
little more distant, perhaps ten miles| 
away, a still loftier range rises, some 
more irregular and broken, yet green 
with grassy vegetation to the top. 
Around to the south these great ranges 
bend in circles to meet in more elevated 
peaks, ‘presenting in their inclosure an| 
arena for the finest, richest, most flour- 
ishing agricultural operations of the 
world. 

Gilroy is just at the point where a 
town for this splendid region is needed, 
and the railroad is the very means to 
make it all that is needed. It now is 
about the sixteenth town in size in the 
whole State, and is the most rapidly 
improving of any of its size we have 
this year visited. In its educational in- 
terests it has a good public school, and 
is building a fine female seminary, 
while other schools of a high order are 
spoken of. In its moral interests, it 
has a Methodist Episcopal church, a 
Methodist South, a Disciple church, 
and last, though not least, a Presby- 
terian church, or organization, for, com- 
mencing within the past eight months, 
it has as yet no house or worship. Yet, 
with an excellent pastor, Rev. Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, and stepping directly for- 
ward in vigorous effort, it has come to 
number thirty-two in membership, with 


the morning service to a hundred and 
twenty in the evening. A most eligible 
lot is secured for the building of a fihe 
church edifice during the summer. 

From here we took to horse, crossing | 
the valley to the southeast by small| 
corners named San Philipi, and over} 
the open farming country, turning| 
again across the splendid country to 
the southwest, to the young growing 
town of Hollister. Its position is love- 
ly, at the south end of a long, low 
ridge, but in the plain and in the busi- 
ness center of a large tract of land pur- 
chased by a homestead association and 
divided up into excellent small farms. 
This town is likely to become a flour- 
ishing place; but at the present, for the 
want of lumber, it has only its two 
blacksmith shops, three stores, three 
drinking saloons, and some nine resi- 
dences. On our next visit here, we 
expect to see a place five times its pres- 
ent size. 

From here we passed through the! 
San Juan valley, over the dividing 
range, into the Salinas valley to Sali- 
nas City, to spend: the night. This is a 
large new town of three hundred peo- 
ple, all settled here within a year.

PICNICKING OVERLAND. 


We have made the trip from San 
Francisco to this point in 64 hours, 
having rested 18 hours in Sacramento. 
In this beloved spring-time, even the 
deep snows of the summit of the Sierra 
seemed in a melting mood, and flowers 
were blooming on the borders of the 
avalanche!—I cannot say, for these are 
not known in North America, I believe. 

Never were passengers in a more con- 
tented mood than are those which go 
through with us. And they well may 
be so, for the neat appointments of the 
Central Pacific Railroad surpass by far 
the untidy habits of, I regret to say, 
quite a large number of these untrav- 
eled people. But all this will soon be 
improved. And so will the way-stations 
‘become better. Yet the butter at Wads- 
worth last night, rivaled the smooth- 
ness and excellence of the railroad. 
Second-class cars will probably soon 
provide for those whose tastes and 
manners unfit them for refined society. 

But, as I said, all are pleased,. The 
snow-clad slopes charm the youth from 
Hawaii even more than the flowers do 
the natives of New Hampshire. ll 
feel that the tireless patience of the

To do any- 
thing properly we must learn how. One 
might as well deny that there is music 
in.an organ because he cannot bring it 
out, as to affirm that he cannot sing 
when he has taken little or no pains to 
know how. God gives the instrument, 


we must learn how to use it skillfully. 
‘We may have buried the talent so long 


that the mold of the earth has rusted 
the reeds, but the instrument was good 
at the beginning and only needed prop- 
er cultivation to be made usable. Any 
child can sing if he will, and they 
chogse to as naturally as song birds. It 
is only when they become accustomed 
to the ways and vices of the world that 
they conclude they have no talent for 
music, particularly that of a devotional 
character. When the heart does not 
sing, it is no wonder that the oan pre- 
fer silence. 

4. Sing with a loud voice. That is, 
sing with your whole heart as if you 
felt the sentiment and enjoyed the ser- 
vice. Sing not for artistic effect, but 
from an overflowing heart that thrills 
‘the whole being and issues forth in full, 
elear, harmonious sounds. Sing not for 
the praise of man, but anto God. 

Starting with these principles, I pro- 
ceed to consider Church Psalmody, in 
the past, and present; with a few hints 
as to what many greatly desire to see.

the voice. Singing schools became 
popular. Naturally in every commun- 
ity persons became conspicuous as lead- 
ing singers. The choir became a prom- 
inent feature in the churches again. 
New tunes and anthems were projected 
upon the congregation in rapid succes- 
sion until the pews found their old oc- 
cupation gone. The ears of many had 
become exceedingly sensitive to dis- 
cords. Some would sing too high, some 
toolow. Some were discovered to have 
no time. Othersto have notune. All 
of which may have been true. But it 
sounds a good deal like the old story 
As the churches advance 
in material prosperity the people are 
apt to become indolent and worldly- 
minded. Their missionary operations 
they delegate to a society, their preach- 
ing and praying to their minister, and 
their singing to a choir. Then they lie 
back in luxurious ease to be wafted up 
to heaven. 

tickled ear no‘ heartfelt raptures raise. 
No unison have they with our Creator’s praise.’’ 
There is much discussion at the pres- 
ent day about the expensiveness of 
choirs. If churches are to be places for 
solemn theatricals, the music is cheap 
enough, It’s the man employed as 
minister who ought to be dispensed 
with altogether. Where the music is 
very select and very artistic, a very high 
order of talent is not usually deemed 
necessary on the part of the minister. 
If churches are to be places of christian |, 
worship, then the money paid to choirs 
is the least part of the evil connected 
with them.

We are in favor of organs. 
can hardly be ‘too large. We are in 
favor of choirs. They have their legit- 
imate place and the churches cannot 
well dispense with them. We are in 
favor of paying the leaders liberally 
according to the ability of the church, 
as it pays the minister. But each and 
all should labor with an eye single to 
the development and improvement of 
Congregational singing. No leader | 
should be appointed who has any doubt | 
on the subject. No member should be 
permitted to remain in the choir to dis- 
turb its peace, whose ears are at all 
sensitive to the least discord in the con- 
gregation, and who is not willing good- 
naturedly to be crucified for the sake of 
carrying out the great idea.

is comely.” We need to pray that the 
musical talent of the church be conse- 
crated to its service. Singing is an im- 
portant and attractive part of our Sab- 
bath School exercises. The children 
would not be satisfied to be mere listen- 
ers. They sing, and it does them good. 
It is only when they pass into the 
prayer meeting and the congregation 
that the process of chilling and freez- 
ing begins. It is not so wonderful 
after all that the social club and saloon 
have attractions for them. I am aware 
of the popular demand for stylish mu- 
sic in churches. I fear this is due large- 
ly to the fact that they have entered 
into competion with the concert hall. 
Give us leaders who are called of God, 
and whose hearts are filled with the 
desire to bring the people into personal 
contact with christian work, and all 
this feeble, sentimental talk about select 
singing wili vanish. Let the churches 
‘spend their thousands for the free edu- - 
cation of the people in sacred music, | 
and no one will have reason to complain 
of the expense. 


I know the difficulty of keeping up 
church rehearsals. ‘The congregation 
will not attend. They are out of prac- | 
tice and have no deep convictions on 
the subject. Both fashion and feeling 
among the leaders are against it. The 
very thing that has created the evil has 
thereby almost. become a necessity. 
The ministry are weary urging the peo- 
ple to sing, since they find nothing but 
feeble and fitful response. Many 
choirs need reconstructing. Some had 
better be abolished—the church trust- 
ing to a single voice with the help of 
the organ. There would be less science 
in that case, but a great deal more 
piety. When we are willing to stand 
by the poorest congregational . singing 
in preference to the best quartette per-— 
formance, then a brighter day. will dawn 
upon the churches, and the present rage 
for select singing will be looked upon 
as a time of musical and — con- 
sumption.

Root. 


_. Economy Says grow root crops; they 
‘can be grown in adequate quantities for 
feeding purposes on a much smaller 
area of land than is required to grow 
grain for the same purposes. You now 
grow from 30 to 50 bushels of corn to 
the acre. You can grow from 1,000 to 
1,200 bushels of mangel beets to the 
acre. Does any one doubt that these 
1,000 and upwards, of bushels of beets, 
fed with hay or cornstocks, will make 
more beef and milk than will the 30 to 
50 bushels of corn? . We will say that 


| now you make a crop of 40 acres of 


corn, which, with a fair yield, will give 
you 1,600. bushels of corn. Take one- 
fourth or ten acres of these 40 acres, 

wepare the soil well, and sow it to 

eets. Your yield can easily be made 
10,000 bushels. If after feeding this 
enormous pile of 10,000 bushels of 
beets you don’t acknowledge that your 
corn crop is beet-en we will give up the 
argument. .We might also add, in this 
connection, that the area of land neces- 
sary to grow enough coarse fodder for 
stock can be diminished by raising corn 
sown in drills. By growing roots and 
corn fodder we have an abundant sup- 
ply of winter feed, which we can be- 
stow upon our animals lavishly, so as to 
keep them in extra condition through- 
out the winter, ready for an immense 
stride in growth in the spring. This 
lavish—though always judicious—feed- 
ing through the winter will always pile 
up miniature mountains of manurial 
wealth, which, in the spring, will go to 
enrich your grain land, forcing it to 
yield 60 or 70 bushels of corn to the 
acre, and 75 to 80 of oats instead of 

our former small yield; so that we 
lone in the following autumn fat, sleek 
steers ready for the butcher, butter and 
cheese for the grocer, and a large gain 
crop besides. 

This is the policy in English agricul- 
ture. Root culture and stock feeding 
does not mean less grain to sell. It 
mean more grain, and dairy products 
and meat besides. 


A Lovely Beast. 


A vague idea seems to prevail with 
some that a good cow makes her milk 
in some mysterious way, drawing it from 
the depths of her moral consciousness, 


- rather than from the food which she puts 


into her machine. Some farmers seem 
to act upon this theory, and thus take 
pains not to supply their cows with 
plenty of good succulent food. Verily, 
these Sol Silcox farmers have their re- 
ward; their cows look meanly, feel 
meanly, and give as little milk as pos- 
sible. These men take no prices at agri- 
cultural festivals, they envy those who 
do, and they are apt to be slow about 
paying up their grocer’s bills. There 
are a number of them about the coun- 
try, but we trust the last will soon die 
out. A cow deserves a better man than 
that. A good cow does her utmost to 
minister to our pleasure and profit, and 
deserves careful and good treatment. 
Remember that, after a sort, she is vio- 


lating her nature to please us. The na- 


tural or wild cow gives milk to suckle 
her young for a few months, and then 
runs dry some eight or nine months of 
the year; while our cow gives her milk 
for ten months in a year without ceasing. 
We deprive her of the pleasure of suck- 
ling her young, and say to her: ‘‘Grind 
up this fodder into milk for us—work!”’ 
And she does it, producing for us some 
three thousand quarts of milk per year. 
We have induced her to forego her own 
pleasure. to forget her child, and work 
for us; and, for my part, I hold her to 
be a lovely beast. He, therefore, who

Professor Liebig’s d 
in boiling meat it should be introduced 
into a vessel when the water is in a state 
of brisk ebullition, and that the boiling 
should be kept up for a few minutes. 
The pot is then to be placed in a warm 
situation, so that the water is maintained 
at from 158 to 165 degrees. The effect 
of this is that the boiling water coagu- 
lates the albumen and tissue upon the 
surface of the meat, and to a certain 
depth inward, and this forms a crust 
which does not permit the juice of the 
meat to flow out, nor the water to pene- 
trate into the meat. The flesh, there- 
fore, retains its savory constituents, and 
is not too sodden; but if, on the other 
hand, the meat be set upon the fire with 
cold water, and then slowly heated to 
boiling, the flesh undergoes a loss of 
soluble and savory matters, while the 
soup becomes richerin them. The al- 
bumen, in fact, is gradually dissolved 
from the surface to the center; the fibre 
loses, more or less, its quality of short- 
ness or tenderness, and becomes hard 
and tough. The thinner the piece of 
flesh is the greater its loss of savory 
constituents.. This explains the well 
known observation that that mode of 
boiling which yields the best soup gives 
the driest, toughest and most vapid meat; 
and that, in order to obtain well-flavored 
and eatable meat, we must relinquish 
the idea of making good soup from it. 
If finely chopped meat be slowly heated 
to boiling with an equal weight of wa- 
ter, and be kept boiling for a few min- 
utes, then strained and pressed, we ob- 
tain the very strongest and best flavored 
soup which can be made from flesh. 
When the boiling is longer continued, 
some little additional organic matter is 
dissolved, but the flavor and other prop- 
erties of the soup are thereby in no de- 
gree increased or improved. By the ac- 
tion of the heat on the fibres of meat a 
certain amount of water is always ex- 
pelled from them, whence it happens 
that the flesh loses weight by boiling, 
even when immersed in water (as much, 
sometimes, as 24 per cent. of the raw 
flesh). In larger masses this loss is not 
so great. Even in roasting meat the 
heat must be strongest at first, and it 
may then be much reduced. The jui¢e 
which, as in boiling, flows out, evap- 
orates in careful roasting from the sur 
face of the meat, and gives to it the 
dark brown color, the luster, and the 
strong aromatic taste of roast meat. It 
is doubtful, however, whether the heat 
of 170 degrees is sufficiently high to in- 
sure the destruction of the parasites of 
meat, and therefore I would advise that 
the temperature should be as nearly as 
possible that of boiling water — 212 
degrees. 


The Parsnip. 

The parsnip is one of the most val- 
uable roots that can be grown. In the 
island of Jersey it is used almost ex- 
clusively for fattening both cattle and 
swine. According to Le Conteur, the 
weight of a good crop varies from thir- 
teen to twenty-seven tons per acre. 
When parsnips are given to milch cows, 
with a little hay, in the winter season, 
the butter is found to be of as fine a 
color and excellent flavor as when the 
animals are feeding in the best pastur- 
age. A parsnip contains six per cent. 
more mucilage than carrots; this differ- 
ence may be sufficient to account for the 


making qualities of the parsnip. In the 
fattening of cattle the parsnip is found 
superior to the carrot, performing the 
business with more expedition, and af- 
fording meat of exquisite and juicy fla- 
vor. The animals eat it with much 
greediness. The result of experiment 
has shown that not only in neat cattle, 
but also in the fattening of hogs and 
poultry the animals become fat much > 
sooner, and are more healthy than when
